BONN, May 15 (AP) — West 
German Chancellor Konrad Ade- 
nauer won reluctant approval to- 
day from his parliament’s upper 
house—the Bundesrat — for the 
European army treaty. Germany’s 
lawmakers thus become the first 
legislative body to ratify the 
treaty to set up a six-nation, 
2,000 000-man western defense 
force. 

The Bundesrat approved the 
army treaty and its related Allied-

The vote, which followed only 
brief debate in a special session, 
was 23 to 15. 

The twin treaties, under which 
West Germany would rearm and 
call up 500,000 soldiers for West- 

ern defense, were approved in 
their entirety by the lower house 
of parliament on March 15 by a 
margin of more than 50 votes. 
Socialist Objections. 

Today's vote in the Upper 
House drew an immediate pro- 
test from the anti-rearmament 
opposition Socialists, who de- 
nounced the vote as illegal and 
vowed they would still kill the 
treaties in the Federal Supreme 
Court on constitutional grounds.’ 

The court had refused to rule 
on the treaties until they were 
ratified by Parliament and signed 
by West German President Theo- 
dor Heuss.

“Some people in Russia want | 
peace more than we want it, and 
we want it badly,” Father Bras- 
sard deciared. Replying to a 
question, he said: “We of the 
Western world would call the 
Russian people slaves, but they 
don’t call themselves slaves. It’s 
the only life they have ever 
known. As a people, I don’t think 
they hate us. Most people, no 
matter what conditions they are 
submitted to, are basically Chris- 
tian v3 heart.” 

Can’t Overthrow Reds. 

“However, I don’t thimk there’s 
any hope they will ever overthrow 
the Communist regime,” Father | 
Brassard added. 

He indicated that he had great | 
difficulty in dealing with Com- 
munist officials. “They gave me 
the royal run-around, and wanted | 
to base me as a member of the 
American embassy staff, while I 
was a plain national.” On the 
other hand, he found the average 
Russian, “considerate and helpful 
when it was apparent that with 
my poor command of the Russian 
language, I was having difficulty.”

Vander Poel testified he gave 
Grunewald the money in cash 
after the latter refused a check. 
“I only deal in cash,” he quoted 
Grunewald as teiling him. 

Vander Poel said he went to 
his vault and got $50,000 or 
$60,000 in $100 bills which he 
ut in an envelope and gave to 
runewald. 

“He said thank you very much, 
and walked out. He neVer even 
counted it,” the witness related. 

According to Vander Poel, the 
payment was in connection with 
a favorable ruling by the Treas- 
ury Department in a tax case 
involving the estate of Cornelius 
K. G. Billings, tounder of Union 
Carbide, who was Vander Poel’s 
father-in-law. Vander Poel said 
Grunewald offered to work on 
the case through his Washington 
contacts on the basis of a fee 
of 15 per cent of any tax savings. 

Committee Counsel John E. 
Tobin said the tax case rested 
on a decision to make an $800,000 
trust fund reverting to Mrs. 


t Vander Poel part of the estate. 


As such, it would have been 
subject to ‘estate taxes am ounting 
to about $200,000, Tobin said, 
adding that at 15 per cent Vander 
Poel “shouldn’t have paid as 
much as he did.” 

Tobin said that at about the

PARIS, May 15—France and 
Germany have failed again here 
in an effort to solve the problem 
of the Saar, an issue France wants 
settled before it will consider rat- 
ification: of the European army , 
treaty.

Senator Pentland’s Position 


@o.the Editor of the Post-Dispaich:

of those of us from St. Louis who voted 
the off-street parking bill and 
voted against perfection of the 
Earnings Tax Enabling Act. In view of 
the amount of space you have devoted 
to these criticisms, it seems only fair 
that I be given an opportunity to state 

my Own position on these two iséues. 

. 1 supported the off-street parking bill 
in its original form and had offered to 
be one of the sponsors of the bill. I 
recognize as well as does anyone else 
the need for increased parking facilities 
near the downtown area of St. Louis. 

‘When the bill reached the floor of the 
Senate, however, an amendment was of- 
féred giving the city the right to con- 
démn and raze private homes to make 
room for parking lots. This could well 
anean the destruction of homes in areas 
bordering outlying shopping areas in 
such places as Cherokee street, Thirty- 
ninth street, and South Broadway. 

I announced my opposition to the 
amendment, and stated openly on the 
floor of the Senate that if the amend- 
ment were adopted I. would be unable 
to continue to support the bill. The 
amendment was adopted and it is en- 
tirely on that basis chat I voted against 
the bill in its final form. I would be 
very happy to vote for the bill without 
the amendment at a special session or 
at any future regular session. 

The earnings tax presents a similar 
>. pace have long contended that a 

at-rate earnings tax was an unfair tax, 
and that if the city is to collect any 
earnings tax at all it should grant ex- 
emptions on a dependency basis, as is 
-done by both the Federal and State 
governments in the collection of an in- 
come tax. 

I expressed this view during debate 
on the presently-existing enabling act, 
and supported that’ act only after I was 
given assurance— false assurance, as it 
turned out—that the City Administra- 
tion would levy a graduated tax. 

During the- present session of the 
General Assembly, I proposed a bill to 
require the granting of exemptions in 
earnings tax collection, The Kinney bill, 
which was the ohly one to reach the 
floor of the Senate, not only did not 
require exemptions, but it did not even 
permit the Board of Aldermen to pro- 
vide exemptions should they so desire. 

Great as is the need of the city for 
increased revenue, it is not so great 
that a cardinal principle of fair taxation 
can be ignored. In the next session of 
the General Assembly, whether regular 
or special, I intend once again to spon- 
sor an enabling act which will require 
exemptions, 

It is my hope that the City Admin- 
istration and the members of the legis- 
lature will come to recognize the basic 
fairness of this approach to the earn- 


ings tax. }

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Wrecking Blow at REA 


The attack in Congress on the Southwestern 
Power Administration's continuing fund is based 
on neither economy nor good business. Its sole 
effect would be to rob a public power system of 
its independence and place it wholly at the 
mercy of private power companies which have 
tried all along to wreek it. Missouri's Senators 
Hennings and Symington and Oklahoma’s Sena- 
tor Kerr are trying to rally enough support in 
the Senate to réverse the action of the House, 
which cut the continuing fund to just enough to 
serve private utilities which are among SPA's 
customers. ‘ 

The continuing fund is not money out of the 
taxpayers’ pockets. It is money paid by SPA’s 
customers and earned by SPA, which is merely 
asking for a retarn of some of the profits it has 
paid into the United States Treasury. SPA uses 
the continuing fund’ te pay for power it buys 
and transmission lines it leases. It adopted the 
policy of using existing transmission lines, in- 
stead of building duplicating ones of its own, in 
the hope of being able to live in peace with the 
power companies. The latter have now turned 
this proffer of co-operation into a weapon to 
destroy SPA. 


The Springfield Chamber of Commerce says 
the effort to deprive SPA of its continuing fund 
is “a nefarious scheme” which would increase 
rates in Springfield for more than 200,000 
farm families.

If the rumored 
deal goes through, next year’s program will be 
about 15 per cent of the program originally au- 
thorized by Congress. -

35,000-unit program recomimended by -President 
Eisenhower and Housing Administrator Albert 
M. Cole, A,more*interesting. test will come in 
how Mr. Cole administers whatever program is 
finally authorized, : 

Mr. Cole was an outspoken enemy of public 
housing when he was a Congressman, but has 
promised to give the program faithful service 
while it is being restudied. As Senator Hennings 
says, if Mr. Cole can get as many public hous- 
ing units under construction as Congress author- 
izes, “he will have put in a fine performance.” 
On the other hand, if the congressional authori- 
zation turns out to be mostly a paper one, Mr. 
Cole will rightly be suspected of quietly doing 
in the program he always voted against. His 
record will be watched with interest.

CHICAGO, May 15—After a de-

Under Illinois rules a bout is 
scored 10 points to the round, 
points counting at the finish, the 
same as in St. Louis. 

Neither principal boxes under 
his real name. Marciano is legal- 
ly Rocco Marchegiano and Wal- 
cott’s name is Arnold Cream. 

Capacity Is About 19,000. 

The capacity of the building, 
some 19,000, is not expected to be 
taxed and advance indications are 
that the crowd will be less than 
15,000 and gate receipts less than 
$500,000. The top price for ring- 
side seats is $50 and there are 
10,500 of those in the building. 
The price has proved too high in 
the opinion of many observers. 
That, together with the postpone- 
ment and the fact that the bout 
will be visible on _ television 
screens, have all contributed to 
hold down attendance and re- 
ceipts. 

Television and radio rights, 
however, are to bring about $300,- 
000. Three-dimensional motion 
pictures of the fight will be taken. 

Each fighter is under contract 
to receive 30 per cent of the net 
proceeds from every avenue, but 
Waicott is said to have an agree- 
ment that his share will be not 
less than $250,000. 

Marciano, 11 years younger 
than his veteran opponent who 
admits to 39 years, is an over- 


whelming favorite to defeat Wal- 
cott and by a knockout, even more 
quickly than he did when they C O 


met before. 

Rocky at 28 years of age has 
fought and won 43 professional 
bouts, 38 of them by knockouts. 
He is rated one of the best punch- 
ers who has ever held the heavy- 
weight title but his rating as a 
boxer is not very high. He is 
still somewhat clumsy and crude. 
He takes blows, ahd takes them 
well, in an effort to land with the 
crushing power which he has in 
either hand. His right is his more 
potent weapon but he has also 
scored important knockouts large- 
ly through the use of his left 
hand, notably over Joe Louis and 
Harry Matthews. 

77 Fights in 23 Years. 

Walcott has beep boxing pro- 
fessionally, according to available 
records, sinee Sept. 9, 1930. But 
in all that time, nearly 23 years, 
he has had a total of only 77 
fights of which he won 49, 30 by 
knockouts, . lost. 16, drew in one 
and boxed 11 exhibitions. 

He has been knocked out five 
times—by Al Ettore in eight 
rounds in 1936, by Tiger Jack 
Fox in eight rounds in 1937, by 
Abe Simon in six rounds in 1940, 
by Joe Louis in 11 rounds in 


rounds last year. 

Still, Walcott’s record in the 
ring is remarMable. More than 
once in his lengthy career he ap- 
peared to be finished and actual- 
ly quit, then in 1947 he had an 
opportunity to box Louis, then 
champion. Bete ‘ 

There was considerable laugh- 
ter over the match and for a long 
time the New York Commission 
declined to call it a champion- 
ship. Finally it was so designated 
and Walcott upset the boxing 
world by staying the 15 rounds 
with Louis and, in the. opinion 
of many ringsiders, winning the 
bout on points. 

He had a clear margin at the 
end of 12 rounds after knocking 
down Louis twice but Walcott 
put on a running retreat for the 
last three rounds and that, un- 
doubtedly, cost him the decision. , 

A storm of protest rose over 
the verdict and they were re- 
matched in Yankee Stadium in 
1948. This proved to be an ex- 
ceptionally dull fight with Louis 
winning by a knockout in the 
eleventh round.

From their own 
past experience, the members of Alcoholics Anonymous are 
able to assure the down-and-outer that the drink habit can be 
beaten. They knew, because they themselves have beaten it. 
They give the newcomer moral support, some sociability, and 
lead him to recognize that there is a power greater than him- 
self to whom he can look for help. Alcoholics Anonymous 
thus has a strong religious (though not a denominational) 
foundation. 

The problem of the person who is about to get a divorce, 
or has just gone through the mill, is not the same as that 
of the alcoholic, so the scattered groups of Divorcees Anony- 
mous have not had a tested pattern of action to follow. They 
give members a certain amount of social life (sometimes the 
monthly meeting is the only social outlet a member has!), 
offer lectures on topics related to marriage and divorce, and 
provide the satisfaction of knowing that rs have met 
similar problems. They can sometimes direct a new member 
to a qualified counselor. In other cases they try to do some 
informal counseling themselves.

PARK RIDGE, Ill, May 15. 

HE new ranch house with the 

corner picture window at 1324 

Vine street, in this suburb on 
the northwest fringe of Chicago, 
looks like a typical model home. 
And indeed it is a model of what 
a community can do when its resi- 
dents become aroused to the needs 
of one unfortunate member of 
their town. 

It was a few days before Christ- 
mas of last year that Park Ridge 
folks learned that Mrs. Mary 
Elizabeth -Kitsmiller, a polio vic- 


tim who was deserted by her hys-— 


band, was about to" be evicted 
from her house along with her 
small son. On New Year’s eve a 
ground-breaking ceremony was 
held and by early February young 
James (Hoppy) Kitsmiller and his 
mother moved into a $26,000 
house, equipped with numerous 
futuristic electronic gadgets to 
make life easier for a woman in 
an iron lung. af 

“It’s been a wonderful thing,” 
27-year-old Mrs. Kitsmiller said 
happily, when we spent an after- 
noon with her recently. Her words 
were punctuated by that regular 
gasping sound of the artificial 
lung, a portable iron lung which 
she uses when she’s out of the 
more confining big one for a few 
hours each day. Overhead, in the 
mirrored ceiling, she could see 
the reflection of the lovely living 


room. . 

“It still seems like somewhat of 
a dream,” she said. “You don’t 
think things like this happen. You 
think you'll wake up any minute.” 

Her fondness for the commun- 
ity of Park Ridge, where she has 
lived for three years, was one rea- 
son Mrs. Kitsmiller was unhappy 
over losing her home. She was 
born in St. Louis—‘on Westmin- 
ister, some place between Vande- 
venter and Spring’’—but her fam- 
ily moved away shortly thereafter 
and she’s been. back only once 
on a visit. 

A key punch operator, she'd 
just taken a new job at the 
Springfield Insurance Co. in Chi- 
cago, when she was stricken with 
polio on Aug. 19, 1951. She spent 
13 months in an Evanston hos- 
pital, and came back to live in 
a house owned by her mother-in- 
law last September. She had been 
having domestic difficulties, about 
which she is quite reticent, which 
came to a climax when her hus- 
band left her and her mother-in- 
law ‘served her with an eviction 
notice. 

Mrs. Patricia Hooten, nurse 
furnished for Mrs. Kitsmiller by 
the National Foundation for In- 
fantile Paralysis, which also pro- 
vides the iron lung in which she 
lives, became concerned for her 
patient. She talked to her father, 
Police Chief Willis Jones of Park 
Ridge. Chief Jones is a member 
of the Lions Club and he thought 
perhaps they might help.

Additional 
modifications to make life easier 
for Mrs. Kitsmiller eventually 
brought the estimated value up to 
$26,000, with still more 
equipment and furnishings, it has 
been valued as high as $50,000. 

Sears, however, badgered su 
contractors and manufacturers to 
furnish materials at cost or less, 
and got the support of building 
trades unions. His final bill was 
a modest $5200. 

Just before New Year's, the 
committee called on Mrs. Kits- 
miller and showed her the plans 
for the house.
